3. (Original) An immunogenic composition comprising as an immunogen a long 
synthetic or recombinant peptide comprising epitopes contained within a MSP-3b peptide 
(SEQ ID No: 12), a MSP-3c peptide (SEQ ID No: 13), or a MSP-3d peptide (SEQ ID No: 14) 
and combinations of said peptides. 

4. (Currently Amended) A vaccine against malaria comprising a long synthetic or 
r e combinant peptide comprising e pitopes contained within a MSP 3b p e ptid e (SEQ ID No: 
12), a MSP 3c peptide (SEQ ID No: 13), or a MSP 3d peptide (SEQ ID No: H) or 
combinations of said peptid e s, the long synthetic or recombinant peptide of Claim 3 and a 
pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier. 

5. (Currently Amended) The immunogenic composition of claim 3 or th e vaccine of 
claim 1 , wherein said long synthetic or recombinant peptide further comprises the epitopes 
contained within a MSP-3a peptide (SEQ ID No: 1 1). 

6. (Currently Amended) The immunogenic composition of claim 3 or the vaccine of 
claim 4 , which is formulated for subcutaneous injection. 

7. (Original) The immunogenic composition or the vaccine of claim 6, comprising 
between 3 jag and 100 ^ig of a long synthetic peptide per injection dose. 

8. (Original) The immunogenic composition of claim 3, further comprising Alum 
and/or Montanide as an adjuvant. 

9. (Original) The vaccine of claim 4, wherein said pharmaceutically acceptable carrier 
comprises Alum and/or Montanide. 

10. -24. (Canceled) 
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25. (New) The vaccine of claim 4, wherein said long synthetic or recombinant peptide 
further comprises the epitopes contained within SEQ ID No: 1 1 . 

26. (New) The vaccine of claim 4, which is formulated for subcutaneous injection. 

27. (New) The immunogenic composition or the vaccine of claim 26, comprising 
between 3 ^g and 100 fig of a long synthetic peptide per injection dose.

Claims 25-27 have been added.
